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GLASS BILL OPPOSED 


BY STATE BANKERS

As the result of a call sent out re- 


cently by John T. Hammond, presi- 
dent of the 
State 
Bank of New 


^myrna, the state bankers of Florida 
have started a movement in oppo- 
sition to the passage of the Glass bill 
by the federal congress which bids 
iair to spread to all state banking 
institutions in the United States. 


Mr. Hammond's .action to have the 


state banks voice a united protest 
against the passage of the bill was 
taken soon after the introduction of 
the Glass amendment to the federal 
reserve act, and the suggestion of 
the president of the 
New Smyrna 


hank was readily adopted by the other 
state banks of Florida. 


To sound the sentiment on the mat- 


ter Mr. Hammond sent a letter ex- 
plaining what the provisions of the 
bill meant to the state banks and sug- 
gesting that a meeting be called to 
protest, to all state banks in Florida, 
and immediately telegrams and let- 
ters came back urging him to call the 
meeting. 


With this assurance Mr. Hammond 


called the meeting to be held in Jack- 
sonville and there was a large num 
ber of representatives of state banks 
from all parts of the state in attend- 
ance. 


The particular feature of the Glass 


amendment to the federal reserve act 
condemned by the state bankers was 
the one which authorizes national 
banking 
associations 
to 
establish 


branches, and the assembled banking 
representatives declared in a resolu- 
tion that the object of the bill is a 
"covert effort to force the state bank- 
ers Into the federal reserve system." 


When the meeting, of bankers was 


called to order by Mr. Hammond he 
explained that it had been called for 
the purpose of discussing the pro- 
visions ot the proposed amendment 
and taking such action as might be 
deemed expedient In protest against 
its passage. 


The meeting was organized by the 


selection of Forrest Lake of Sanford 
as chairman. C. H. Piffard of Fells- 
mere as vice chairman. D. J. Herrin 
,of Jacksonville 
as secretary. 
The 


resolutions committee was made up 
of A. P. Anthony and Henry G. Aird 
of Jacksonville and John T. Hammond 
of New Smyrna. 


One resolution adopted by the meet- 


ing was that state banking associa- 
tions in other states be communicated 
with, suggesting a discussion of the 
provisions of the 
amendment 
and 


action In protesting against its pas- 
sage. 
A 
resolution 
was 
adopted 


thanking Mr. Hammond for calling 
the meeting. 


Specifically, the bill, which is tech- 


nically designated as "H. R. 15734" 
and which is now in the hands of the 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency for report, adds a new section 
to the federal reserve act under the 
sub title of "Domestic Branches." and 
provides: 


"That any national banking asso- 


ciation located in a city or incorpor- 
ated town or village of more than one 
hundred 
thousand 
inhabitants 
anil 


possessing a capital and surplus of 
$1,000.000 or more may, tinder such 
rules and regulations as the tcjleral 
reserve board may prescribe, estab 
lish branches within 
the corporate 


limits of the city, town or ullage In 
which it is located. 


"Any national banking association 


located in any other place may. witli 
the approval of the federal reserve 
board, and under such rules and regu- 
lations as such board may prescribe, 
establish branches within the limits 
of the county in which it is located, 
provided that no such branch shall be 
established unless tne capital of the 
parent bank Is at least equal to the 
aggregate 
of 
the 
amounts which 


would be required of each branch, un- 
der the provisions of 5138. revised 
statutes, if it were organized as an in- 
dependent association, together with 
the amount of the parent bank itself 
by that section." 


The 
resolution 
condemning the 


amendment Is probably the most de- 
cided action taken by a body of state 
bankers in a number of years! and 
puts them squarely upon record as 
to their stand In the matter. 


• A part of the resolution as adopted 
says: 
"The conditions of the south,

CANKER SITUATION IS 


NOW WELL IN HAND 


FORCE OF 400 MEN EMPLOYED 


BY STATE PLANT BOARD IN 


TRACING 
UP SHIPMENTS OF 


CITRUS TREES. 


According to statements made by 


members of the state plant board, 
which held a session in Jacksonville 
this week, the citrus canker situation 
in the state is now well in hand and 
practically under 
control, 
although 


the pest is far from being entirely 
eliminated. 
' 


The plant commissioner stated that 


349 infected trees had been found in 
various sections of the state, and that 
a force of 400 men was constantly 
employed in 
tracing up 
shipments 


from infected nurseries and inspect- 
ing groves in districts in which can- 
ker has been found in the past. The 
magnitude of the task may be real- 
ized when it is known that 176.075 
nursery trees were shipped from the 
nursery at Macclenny, of which 53.- 
790 have been destroyed, and 139,739 
shipped from infected nurseries in 
Dade county, of which 105,669 have 
been destroyed. 


From May 1, 1914. to July 31. 1916. 


12.384 grove' trees have been found 
that were infected, and 342.166 nur- 
sery trees, all of winch have been 
burned. There have been 1.342 grcne 
trees, found and burned bince January 
1. 1916, and 349 were found in Julv— 
May, 
June and July totalling 1.137. 


pro\ing the contention of the authori- 
ties, that warm anu moist weather 
was fa\orable to the growth of the 
canker germs. 


Commissioner 
Newell states 
that 


North Dade county and the Largo 
district are causing the most anxiety, 
125 grove trees being found there 
carrying canker in July, with 131 in 
June. There were more Infections 
than this In DeSoto county. 172 in 
June and 80 in July, but the diminish- 
ing number there is a source of satis- 
faction. In June 36 trees were found 
in North Dade county and in July 44 
trees. Canker has been found in 21 
counties altogether, but in 
July it 


showed up in but nine 
counties. 


South Dade, the original hot bed. had 
but 67 infections since January 1, and 
but two infections in July.

As the result of a call sent out re 


cently by John T. Hammond, pres 
dent of the 
State 
Bank of 
Ne 


^myrna, the state bankers of Florid 
have started a movement In oppo 
sitlon to the passage of the Glass bll 
by the federal congress which bid 
iair to spread to all state bankin 
institutions in the United States. 


Mr. Hammond's .action to have th 


state banks voice a united protes 
against the passage of the bill wa 
taken soon after the introduction o 
the Glass amendment to the federa 
reserve act, and the suggestion o 
the president of the 
New Smyrn 


*r-^ 
hank was readily adopted by the othe 
state banks of Florida. 


To sound the sentiment on the mat 


ter Mr. Hammond sent a letter ex 
plaining what the provisions of thi 
bill meant to the state banks and sug 
gesting that a meeting be called tc 
protest, to all state banks in Florida 
and immediately telegrams and let 
ters came back urging him to call the 
meeting. 


With this assurance Mr. Hammoni 


called the meeting to be held in Jack 
a-onville and there was a large num 
her of representatives of state bank: 
from all parts Of the state in attend 
ance. 


The particular feature of the Glass 


amendment to the federal reserve ac 
condemned by the state bankers was 
the one which authorizes nationa 
banking 
associations 
to 
establisl 


branches, and the assembled banking 
representatives declared in a resolu 
tion that the object of the bill is a 
"covert effort to force the state bank 
ers into the federal reserve system.' 


When the meeting, of bankers was 


called to order by Mr. Hammond he 
explained that it had been called for 


-•<e~ 
the purpose of discussing the pro- 


P*~ visions of the proposed amend ment 


and taking such action as might be 
deemed expedient in protest against 
its passage. 


The meeting was organized by the 


selection of Forrest Lake of Sanford 
as chairman. C. H. Piffard of Fells 
mere as vice chairman. D. J. Ilerrin 
fit Jacksonville 
as secretary. 
The 


resolutions committee was made up 
of A. P. Anthony and Henry G. Aird 
of Jacksonville and John T. Hammond 
of New Smyrna. 


One resolution adopted by the meet- 


ing was that state banking associa- 
tions in other states be communicated 
with, suggesting a discussion of the 
provisions of the 
amendment 
and 


action In protesting against its pas- 
sage.

the meeting. 


Specifically, the bill, which is tech- 


nically designated as "H. R. 15734" 
and which is now in the hands of the 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency for report, adds a new section 
to the federal reserve act under the 
sub title of "Domestic Branches." and 
provides: 


"That any national banking asso- 


ciation located in a city or incorpor- 
ated town or villaKe of more than one 
hundred 
thousand 
inhabitants and 


possessing a capital and surplus of 
$1,000,000 or more may, under such 
rales and regulations as the tederal 
reserve board may prescribe, e»tab 
, 
lish branches within 
the corporate 


limits of the city, town or Milage in 


';% 
which it is located. 
"• 
"Any national banking association 


located in any other place may. with 
the approval of the federal reserve 
board, and under such rules and regu- 
lations as such board may prescribe, 
establish branches within the limits 
of the county in which it is located, 
provided that no such branch shall be 
established unless tne capital of the 
parent bank is at least equal to the 
aggregate 
of 
the 
amounts which 


would be required of each branch, un-

June and July totalling 1,137.

There are m Florida today a total 


of 1.629 prisoners of both sexes and 
races; 297 of these are white. There 
are 619 prisoners at Raiford. 307 of 
whom are negro males. 57 negro wo- 
men, and six white women. 
The 


others are white men. No women 
of either sex, or 
white men, 
are 


leased to private parties or to the 
counties. 


Eight hundred and ten of the state 


convicts are now leased to private 
lesses. Two hundred and nine are 
working on the county roads. 


There is not enough work at the 


Raiford state farm now to Keep all 
of the state prisoners employed, so

During the month ol September, 49 


state prisoners. located at 
different 


points in Florida, including the state 
prison farm at Raiford, will be given 
thfcir liberty, their terms of various 
lengths having expired. 


There are in Florida today a total 


of 1.629 prisoners of both sexes and 
races; 297 of these are white. There 
are 619 prisoners at Raiford. 367 of 
whom are negro males. 57 negro wo- 
men, and six white women. 
The 


others are white men. No women 
of either sex, or 
white men, 
are 


leased to private parties or to the 
counties. 


Eight hundred and ten of the state 


convicts are now leased to private 
lesses. Two hundred and nine are 
working on the county roads. 


There is not enough work at the 


Raiford state farm now to keep all 
of the state prisoner? employed, so 
Mome of them have to be leased to the 
Bounties and to private parties, but 
it is expected that by the time the
